ment, not eq.iaiieit since tne rise was in-
augurated. This early promise waa not
mamiained. either In tne degree of activity
or ;n Uie advance in prices, tha final Ibsui
being a disorderly brat at the clone. The
unmistakable signa 01 weariness in tile
action of the market occasioned no sur-ptie- e

and has been loosed for a.m. at from
hour to hour for some time past b;' t!:e
afiie prrfaelnnal traders on t.'ie floor.
Tnev were lying in wait today to add ti.e
weight cf t'.elr selling to tha ncavy
orrerinas of profit-takin- g sales. whim
came into the market-- It is not at ail
contrary te ti'.e usual courae of speculative
markets that this reactionary tendency
s:nuld develop at the very time when
realisation is growing that suhstnnual
betterment of underlying conditions are at
hand.

Reports from mercantila quarters admit
that buyers are taking hold w'ti greater
confidence than at any t:me within six
months past. Thia condition spplles espe-
cially to the three great branchnB of
textiles. forMlstuffs and steel and lrcn.

The plenitude of money supplies and the
growing demand amongst bankers for
mercantile paper also has Its effect In
opening the deadlock, which existed In
commercial affairs. Tile extent and con-
fidence of the rue In Mocks have been a
factor In giving greater confidence In
buHlnas ami financial affairs In ail their
branches. Meantime, while the effect of
Wail street's demonstration of returning
confidence is coming by reflection from
the country's business affairs. VVail street
Itself waa disposed to paoae and take
breath todav after the opening spurt In tiie
market. That outburst established a higher
level of prices than any heretofore touched
on this movement and since a considerable
time before tle October panic of I net year.
The sudden expansion In the buying at
the outset ofTrd so attractive an op-
portunity of turning profits Into cash that
It wae generally availed of. A BTtod

of the new hlddlng cam from
foreign sources and there were buying
orders executed for many thousand shares
for London account during the morning.

There was nothing strikingly unfavorable
1n the day's, news more than has been
determlnlngly limored. while prVes wradvancing for manv dnys past. The terms
of sale on soma of the note issue, whichrepresent the best ability of hard pressed
corporations to finance their needs ar
sugeeative of rather stringent conditions
for some corporation borrowing. As tTsfinancing, however, offers a rescue from
what was considered at onetime as certainbankruptcy and receivership, the relative
condition la one nf betterment. An un-
covered short Interest Is presumed to have
contributed to the rebound. Te Mold
over-extensi- of a wak long Interest un-
doubtedly contributed slao to the crash
In prices with which the day ended on
the stock exchange.
